She teatifi that her sister, Louise 
Webb, was concealed in a closet in 
the room at the time and heard the 
offer of $560. 

“I saw McGannon pull something 
from his pockets and simultane- 
ously a shot rang out. Then Harold 
Kagy lurched forward.” Miss Neely 
testified. 

Miss Neely testified that she met 
Judge McGannon sixteen years ago 
and that for the first few years of 
their acquaintance she saw him ev- 
ery day. 

The attorneys for the defense 
made every effort to prevent Miss 
Neely telling the story of her con- 
nection with McGannon. 

On the day of the murder she 
said she went to the Cleveland Bar 
Association but was unable to give 
the reason because of an objection 
by the defense. 

It is known Miss Neely has fileda 
complaint with the association 
against the judge. It was upon this. 
complaint that the association based 
its grounds for disbarment proceed- 
ings that ate now pending against 
MecGannon.

The investigations cost millions and the 
shrinkage in production and conseqvent 
higher prices cost the consuming public 
tens of millions.

Congress has been carrying it to 
excess. In fact, it has been used by both 
the executive and legislative departments 
of the government as a political weapon. 
Some of the investigations have been purely 
political. They have done an immense in- 
jury to private business, have financially 
ruined men whose innocence of wrong-do- 
ing was proved when the cases came to 
and have served to awaken in the pub- 
lic mind distrust Of the institutions upon 
which representative government reposes. 
Following the example of the Federal 
authorities, a number of State administra- 
tions have been experimenting with gov- 
ernment by investigation. Legislatures ap- 
point special committees to investigate con- 
‘ditions which would quickly right them- 
selves if the politicians would refrain from 
interfering. These investigations are ex- 


pensive to the taxpayers and not one in 


a hundred discovers aught of importance 
that was not slready known. Many of them 
are degenerating to a point where they 
ate used ag a.club by those in authority to 
force campaign contributions. 

Junketing trips galore are provided by 
these official investigations, extending to 
the four corners of the earth. ‘They waste 
public money, Mterfere with the ordered 
operation of industry and in a great major- 
ity of cases make conditiéns worse. Thera 
is a vast @istinction between the public 
hearings held by legislative committees for 
the purpose of framing new laws or modi- 
fying existing-ones and the investigation 
by secret agents of a private business. 

Perhaps the abuses resulting from gov- 
ernment by investigation under the pres- 
ent administration will serve as a warning 
to the Republican leaders to discontinue 
such pernicious practices. Ample evidence 
has been accumulated to show that, in some 
instances, the investigators sold trade se- 
crets, which they secured through inspect- 
ing the books and private accounts of one 


| company, to its competitors. The charge 


was also made and sustained on the floor 


of the Senate that agents acting under 


Federal authority made use of their right 
to enter certain mille and factories to dis- 
tribute radical literature and preach revo- 
lution to the employees. Clever revolution- 
ists secured Federal positions for that pur- 
pose. .
